Which makes St. Cyprian ſay, That it is 
as meer loſt Labour to preach to a Man the things of God, 
before he is humbled with the fight of his Wants, as to of- 
fer light to a blind Man, to ſpeaæ to a deaf Man, or to la- 
bour to make a brute _ cpi ſe. | 

- Beſides, if we look to be ſav'd by any thing that we can 
do, Chriſt can profit us nothing. For the Son of Man is 
come to ſeek and to ſaue only that which is loft ; the * ſheep 
of the Houſe of Iſrael, Mat. 18. 11. Luke 19. 19. 1 Tim. 1. 
15, even ſuch as utterly deſpair in regard of all other helps. 
Nor is he any way fit for Abſolution, who finds not himfe!f 
worthy of Condemnation : We ſhall] fiad zo ſweetneſs in 
Chriſt's Blood, till we feel the ſmart of eur ſins.

To which I anſwer : G OD at firſt enter d into Covenant 
with our firſt Parents, as Publick Perſons, both in behalf of 
themſelves, and all that ſhould proceed out of their Loins, 
and ſo, that whatſoever Gifts, | mal and Endowments 
they had beſtow'd upon them ſhould be continued to them 
and theirs, only _— Condition of their Loyalty and Perſo- 
nal Obedience (of which the Tree of Life was a Pledge) and 
they ſhould have and enjoy them, or loſe and be depriv'd of 
them, as well for their Offspring as for themſelves, as they 


ſpould keep or tranſgreſs his Royal Lau. 


But ſee how unworthily they demeancd themſelves to- 


wards this their bountiful Maker and Benefa#or ! for where- 


as GOD placed them in Paradiſe, and gave them free Liber- 


ty to eat of the Fruit of every Tree in the Garden, ſave only 


of the Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil, prohibiting them 
that alone, even upon pain of Eternal Death to them and 
theirs, they * rfidiouſſy contemn'd and broke this 
Law, which (as * Circumſtances that do aggravate it 
ſhew) was a moſt cxecrable and V en Sin.

3. What greater Unbelief could there be, when he gave 
more credit unto the Serpent, in ſaying, He ſpould not die, 
thau to GOD, who immediately before tells him, That if he 
did fin in eating the forbidden Fruit, be ſhozeld die? 

In this Sin was not only Unkindneſs not to be paral- 
jel'd, but wilful Murther of himſelf and all his Polterity, 
whom be knew were to Rand or fall with him. 

5 Herein was foul Apeſtacy from G O D toe the Devil, to 
whom (charging (30D with hing, envy, malice, &c.) he re- 
volted and adher'd, rather than ſtick to his Maker. 

And to theſe might be added many the like Circumſtances 
which grievouſly aggravate the Sin of aur firſt Parents, and 
make it ſo deadly in effect; for thereby it is we not only 
loſt our bleſſed Communion with GO, ſo that the Image of 
GOD, after which we were created, was forthwith abolith'd ' 
and blotted out, but that many grievous Miſeries and Pu- 
niſhments came in the room of it; ſo that in the place of 
Wiſdom, Power, Holineſs, Truth, Righteovſacſs, and the like 
Ornaments, wherewith we had been cloath'd, there has ſuc-

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And the Reaſon is, our rſt Parents being the Noot of all 
Mankind, and inſtead of all their Poſterity before they had 
Iſſue, and the Covenant being made with them as Pablick Per- 
ſons, not for themſelves only, but for their Paſterity, who 
wert to ſtand or fall with them, they being leſt to the free- 
dom of their own Wills in tranſgreſſing 1 Commandment 
of God, by eating the forbiden Fruit, through the tempta- 
tion of Satan, have made vs and all Mankind defending 
from them by ordinary Generation, as grxilty of their Sin, &s 
any Heir is liable to his Father's debt. The Act being ours, 
as the AF of Knight or Burgeſs in the Parliament-Houſe,is 
the AF of the whole County, in whoſe Name and Roo they 
fit, and whom they repreſent ; by which means our Na- 
ture is ſo corrupted, that we are utterly indiſpoſed and made 
oppoſite to all chat is ſpritually Good, and wholly inclin'd 
unto all Evil, and that continually ; and have alſo loſt our 
Communion with God, incurred his Diſpleaſure and Curſe, 
ſo that we are juſtly liable to all Puniſhments, both in this 
Life, and in the Life to come. 

Now for the fuller confirming and amplifying of what 
hath been ſaid touching Original Sin, take only theſe enſu-

And as A- 
ſes ſpeaks, The Thoughts of Man's Heart are evil, even from 
bis Childhood, Gen. 6. 5. and 8. 21. 

We brought a world of Sin into the World with us, and 
were condemned ſo ſoon as conceived ; we were adjudged to 
Eternal Death before we liv'd a Temporal Life. For admit 
thou hadſt never offended in the leaſt Thought, Word er 
Deed, all thy Life; yea, admit thou could now keep all 
the Commandments actually and ſpir itually, yet all this were 
nothing, it could not keep thee out of Hell, ſince that Ori- 
ginal Sin, which we drew from the Loins of our firſt Parents 
is enough to damn us. 5 "oh 


Sin and 3 are the Riches that we bequeath to 
our Children, Rebellion the Inheritance that we have pur- 
chaſed for them, Death the Wages that we have 


them. God made us after his own Image, but by Sin we 


have turn'd the Image of God into the Image of Satan: Yea, 
like Satan, we can do nothing elſe but Sin, and make o- 
thers to Sin too, who would not ſo fin but for us. 

As a Furnace continually ſparkles, asthe raging Sea foams, 
and caſts up mive and dirt, and as af lihy Dune hil does conti- 


nually reek forth and evaporate odious odors, ſo do our Hearts 


and Motiens, even continually. _ 


naturally ffream forth unſavory Eructations, unholy 


As, O the infinitely intricate windings and turnings of 
the dark Labyrinths of Man's Heart! who finds net in him- 


ſelf an 197 of mind to all good, and an inclination te 
all evil? O the ſtrange Monſters, the ugly, odious, hideous 
Fiends, the ſwarms, litters, legions of noiſame Luſts, that 
are couched in the ſtinking Sties of every one of our * 
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ful Hearts! infec, a flour 2 oobts did but break 
forth into A&:c::t, wy f Ul nor come far thort of the Devils 
themſelves.

And as the bealthi-ft Body is ſulject to the mortal ft Dif- 
eaſe, fo there 15 no Sin ſo odious, unto which of our ſelves 
we are not ſufficiently inclinable: For Original Sin, in 
which we were all born and bred, containeth in itſelf the 
Seed of all Sins, that fcarful Sin againſt the Holy Ghoſt inſelf

Such venomous Natures we have, that never was there 
any Villany committed by any forlorn Miſcreant, whereun- 
to we have not a Diſpoſition in our ſclves ; inſomuch that 
we. ought to be humbled, even for thoſe very Sins from 
w 
4 el's Scoffing, Rabſhekah's Railing, Shimei's Curſing, Se- 


nacherib's Blaſpbemy, Doeg's Murther, Pharoah's Cruelty, So- 


dom's Luft, Judah's Treaſon, Julian's Apoſtacy, &c. are not 
our Sins, and as much predominant in us as they were in 
each of them, it is only of GOD's Frec-grace and Goodneſs. 
For all of them ſhould have been thine and my Sins, if God 
bad left us to our ſelves. Lord, ſaith St. Auſtin, Thou baft 
forgiven me thoſe Sins which I bave done, and thoſe Sins 
which only by thy Grace I have not done : They were done 


in our inclination to them, and even that inclination needs 


God's Mercy. If we eſcape Temptation, it is his Mercy; 
if we ſtand in Temptation, it is his Mercy; if our Mills 
conſent not, it is his Mercy; if we conſent, and the Act be 


hinder d, it is his Mercy; if we fall and riſe again by Re- 


pentance, all is his Mercy. | 
We cry out of Cain, Pudas, Fulian, the Sodomites; alas 


they are but Glaſſes to ſeeour own Faces in; for as in Water 


Face anſwereth to Face, ſo doth the Heart of Man to Man, 


ſays Solomon, Prov. 27. 19. Even hating of God, is by the 
Holy Ghoſt charged upon all Men, = I. 30. Fohn. 15.33, 


24, 25. We are all cut out of the ſame piece, and as there 
is the ſame Nature of all Lions, ſo of all Men. 
There is no Part, Power, Function, or Faculty, either of 
our Souls or Bodies, which is not become a ready inſtru- 
ment to diſhonour God; our Heart is a Root of all Cor- 
ruption, 


we are in 2 manner exempt; for that Cain's Ency, 
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rupt ion, a Seed-Plo: of all Sin, our Eyes are Eyes of Vani- 
ty, our Ears are Ears of Folly, our Mouths Mouths of De- 
ceit, our Hands Hands of Ipiquity, and every part does dif- 
honour God, who yet ſhould be glorified by us. The Undzr- 
ftarding, which was given us to learn Virtue, is apt now to 


apprehend nothing but Vice; the Wil, which was given 


us to affect Rightcouſneſs, is apt now to love nothing but 
Wickedneſs ; the Memory, which was given us to remem- 
ber Good Things, is apt now to keep nothing bur Evil 
things, Ec. For Sin, like a ſpreading Leproſy, is ſo grown 
ober us, that from the Crown of our Heads to the Sole 


our Feet, there is nothing whole therein, but cos, and ſwel- 


lings, and ſores, full of corruption. To be ſhort, we are as 
Tray:ors condemn'd to ſuffer Eternal Torments in Hell- Fire, 
being only repriev'd for a time.

Hear this all you that care to be ſaved, God will 
Pardon all your Sins, he will give you an Eternal Crows 
of Glory in th if you unfeignedlyrepent, and wholly re- 


| ly mpon Chriſ for your Salvation, by a lively Faith, and 


at becauſe he 1s juſt; for although the Lord cannot in 


Juſtice let Sin go unpuniſhed (for the ages of Sin is Eter- 
nal Death, Rom.

lle was condemned for us, and bore the Curſe of the Law ;, 


be died in our fead an gnowmious Dcath. Did we de- 
| ſerve 
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ſerve the Anger of God ? He endur d his Father's wrathful 
Diſpleaſure, chat ſo he might reconcile us to his Father, and 
ſer us at liberty. He that deſerv'd no Sorrow, felt much, that 
we, who deſerv d much, might feel none : and by bis Wounds 
we were beal'd, Iſa. 5 3. 5. Adam eat the Apple, Chrift paid 
the Price. In a word, whatſoever we owed, Chrift diſchar- 
ged, whatſoever wwe deſerv d, be ſuffer'd, if not in the ſelf- 
ſame Puniſhments (for he being God, could not ſuffer the 
eternal 'Torments of Hell) yet in proportion, the Dignity | 
of his Perſon (he being GOD and Man) giving Value unto 
his temporary Puniſhments, and making them of more value 

and worth than if all the World ſhould have ſuffer'd the 


eternal 'Torments of Hell; for tis more for one that is eter- 


nal to die, than for others to die eternally. "Therefore was 
the Son of GOD made the Son of Man, that the Sons of Men

GOD and Man, leſt being in every reſpe& GOD, he had 
been foo great to ſuffer for Man; or being in every reſpect 
Man, he had been roo weak to ſatisfy GOD.

fames of Hell. Every drunken Beaſt and Blaſphemer thinks 
do go to Heaven, tho' none ſhall come there, nor once ſce 
God, without Holineſs, which they abhor. One minds no- 
thing but his Cups, another nothing but his Coin, a third only 
his Cortezan , yet all theſe hope to meet in Heaven, but this 
is not the way thither. J he Luft of the Fleſb, the Luſt of the 
Eyes, and the Phide of Life, 1 John 2. 16. is a broad way, but 
not to Heaven. Micah, when he had a Levite in his Houſe, 
thought that God loy'd him Fadg. 17. 13. It is uſual with 
Formalifts, when they have the Sacramegts in their Belly, to 
think that all is well. As the Fecrs thought, we may put 
away our Wivts, we may ſwear, we may hate our Enemies, 
we may kill the: Propbets, ſubje& the Word of God to our 
Traditions, and follow our own ways: Why ? Abraham is 
our Father, John 8. 39. But, by their leave, Chriſt calls 
them Baſtards, and finds them out another Father, v. 44. Te 
are of your Father the Devil, and the Luſts of your Father ye 


will do. Prophane Libertines, ſuch as count theniſelves not 


well, but when they are doing ill; yea, the molt covetous 
_—_— may ſay as Pope Leo did, I can have no place in 
deaven, m__ I have. ſo often ſold it upon Earth; every 
Man of them hopts (I confeſs, with more Confidence than 
Judgment) re have bereft by the Goſpel, when they will not 
be tied to the leaſt title b the Law. But if Chriſt be not 
our King to govern us, he will not be our Prophet to fore-
